These figures were com} 
piled from reports on 499 stores with a com 
bined sales volume of $240,000,000 during | 
1942. Department stores reported a decline | 
in outstanding installment credit of 62 per | 
cent. Furniture stores reported a similar) 
decrease, while installment credit of jewelry | 
stores dropped 71 per cent and that of 
clothing stores 35 per cent.’) - 

Several factors contributed to this de-| 
velopment. In the first place, the substantial | 
expansion in the national income of the} 
country provided individuals with sufficient | 
cash tb enable them to buy outright. In| 
the seoond place, installment selling was re- 
stricted by governmental measures. The 
decline in ifstallment selling has been hav- 
ing a favorable effect during the war and 
it--will prove of.great benefit in the post- 
war pefted. The repayment of outstanding 
debts has reduced the purchasing power of 
individuals and hence has had an antl 
inflationary imfluence. ‘The reduction in 
installment selling has prevented an increase 
in the volume of credit which would have 
contributed to inflation. The credit stand- 
ing of the individual has thus been strength- 
ened and he will be in a position to buy 
more merchandise at the end of hostilities.
